MR LEWIS STEWART, the democratic 


candidate for governor of Illinois four 
years ago, met with a serious accident 
at Piano on Sunday. He was thrown 
from his buggy, a runaway horse strik- 
ing him from the rear, and injured quite 
seriously. 
He was unconscious for 


a half hour. 


COLONEL INGERSOLL lecturned on 


Sunday night Chickering Hall to a 
crowded house on "The Gods." He 
was hissed loudly at his blasphemous 
relation of Bible stories, which were 
too strongly put even for his audience.

tlwl bM «wr been beheld In this 


country. Mr. Donnelly has been en 
gaged for six months in an attempt to 
commit a burglary upon the iatis 
house of representative* — he haw been 
endeavoring to break in forcibly and 
enjoy emoluments to which he has no 
more title than the devil had to the 
great possessions with which he endeav- 
ored to purchase the homage of our 
Saviour. He, has in the course of his 
operations, been compelled to call in 
the assistance of other thieves, who 
were to share in the profits of his pros- 
pective plunder, and he has been to the 
expense of purchasing divers tools, so 
to speak — skeleton keys, jimmies, crow- 
bars, drills, cold chisels, files, saws, etc. 
— and now, when his attempted crime 
is frustrated he coolly asks that the oc-

county, Jo Dayiesa, and such strongholds 
of republicanism as De Kalb, Henry, 
Kane, Knox, La Salie, Lee, Boone, He- 
Henry, McLean, Ogle, Rock Island, 
Whiteside, Will and Winnebago, and 
such important counties as Macoupin, 
Peoria, TV/.ewell, St. Clair, Madison and

Without saying so in that many 


words tbe Journal leaves it to be in- 
ferred that all these counties are "solid 
against Grant," but such is far from 
the fact. 
Of tbe 21 counties named 


above, De Kalb, Knox, Boone, MoHen- 
ry, Ogle, Rock Island, Peoria and St. 
Clair — just eight — voted solidly against 
every proposition introduced in the 
convention looking towards a Grant 
delegation to Chicago. Upon the other 
band, Jo Daviess, Winnebago, La Salle 
and Stephenson, — four counties— voted 
solidly on every ballot in favor of every 
measure looking towards the nomina- 
tion of Grant, while the counties of Lee, 
Will, Macoupin, Tazewell and Madison 
gave a majority of their votes on every 
ballot in the same direction (except 
Macoupin, which voted 5 to 4 in favor 
of the report admitting the Farwell 
Hall delegation) and Henry and McLean 
divided their votes evenly on all test 
questions. The county of Kane gave 
a minority of its votes on every ballot

Tbe Grant victory at Springfield will 


go for a great deal more than the num- 
ber of delegates gained. It would be 
too much to expect that Blaine and 
Sherman will acknowledge that their 
chances are extinguished ; bat Unit 
followers will not be slow to see it, and 
after a little time for reflection, many 
of them will recognize the futility of 
trybg to ride a dead horse.
